DVD Player Menus... 

Some instructions explain how to use the DVD Player's Setup menu to set 
features of the Player or the Disc. You get to the Setup Menu by pressing 
SYSTEM MENU on the remote control. Even if a feature is set in the 
Player's menu, it will not be available if the current Disc does not include 
that feature. 



Available Disc Features... 

Features in this manual may not be available on every Disc. If the feature is 
not available, you cannot use the DVD Player to make the feature available. 
The 0 will appear in the top left corner of the TV screen if you try to 
access a feature that is not available. For example, the feature may not be 
available at the present time. Some features are only available during 
playback, while other items can be accessed only when play is stopped. Try 
stopping or starting playback, then try the feature again. 



Hookups 



Determining the best possible connection... 

The capabilities of your existing equipment, especially your TV, will determine your connection possibilities. 
However, the following guidelines describe which options provide the best picture and sound quality. 
**** Component Video provides the best picture quality. Details are on page 13. 

If yourTV accepts Progressive Scan through the Component Video connection, set 

PROGRESSIVE to ON at the Player. Details are on page 38. 
-k-k~k S-Video provides excellent picture quality. Details are on page 12. 

~k~k Composite Video (a yellow Video jack) provides good picture quality. Details are on page 11. 

** YourTV may have only an RF-style jack, usually labeled Antenna In or 75 ohm or 

RF In. You will need an RF modulator in order to view the DVD Player at yourTV. 

Details are on page 10. 



**** Digital audio connections provide the clearest sound, but you must have a digital stereo 

receiver. Connect the DVD Player's COAXIAL digital audio out jack to your Stereo for the 
best sound quality. Details are on page 15. 

~k~k~k If digital connections are not possible, connect the DVD Player's red and white AUDIO OUT 

jacks to the Audio In jacks of your Stereo, TV, or RF modulator. Details are on pages 10-14. 



Before you begin... 

• Refer to the manuals of yourTV, Stereo, or other equipment as necessary. Note the style of jacks and 
connectors on the other equipment. Determine how to choose different Audio and Video In 
channels/sources on your other equipment so you can see and hear the DVD Player on the TV, Stereo, 
etc. 

• Disconnect all equipment from the power outlets. Connect the equipment to the power outlets only 
after you have finished hooking up everything. Never make or change connections with equipment 
connected to the power outlet. 



Remember... 

• Connect the DVD Player directly to the TV. For example, do not connect the DVD Player to a VCR, 
then connect the VCR to aTV.This type of connection may distort the picture and sound. Also, your 
VCR might have the copy protection system, which could distort the DVD image or prevent playback 
of some Discs. 

• Set the TV to the correct Video In channel. Such channels may be called AUX or AUXILIARY IN, 
AUDIO/VIDEO or A/V IN, EXT1 or EXT2 or External In, etc.These channels are often near channel 
00. See yourTV manual for details. Go to your lowest TV channel (01 or 02) and change TV channels 
downward until you see the DVD screen saver on the TV. Or, your TV's remote may have a button or 
switch that selects Video In channels. Check yourTV manual for details. 

If you are using an RF modulator, set the TV to channel 3 or 4. 

• Set the Stereo to the correct channel or "source" mode. 

• Do not connect the DVD Player's AUDIO OUT jacks to the PHONO IN jack of your Stereo. 

• You only need one audio connection and one video connection between the DVD Player and yourTV 
and/or Stereo. So, you will not use all the jacks on the DVD Player.

Connecting to a TV Only 
TV has only a single Antenna In or RF In jack 




Before you begin, make sure you have an RF modulator and extra RF coaxial cables. 
These are not supplied with the Player, but are available from Philips or most 
consumer electronics retailers. 



1 Connect the supplied video cable (which has yellow markings) to the Player's yellow 
VIDEO (VIDEO OUT) jack. Connect the other end of the cable to the VIDEO IN 
jack on the RF modulator. The VIDEO IN jack on the RF modulator is usually yellow and 
might be labelled VIDEO, CVBS, COMPOSITE, or BASEBAND 

2 Connect the supplied audio cable (which has red and white markings) to the 
Player's AUDIO OUT (left and right) jacks. 

Connect the other ends of the audio cable to the AUDIO IN jacks on the RF 
modulator. Audio jacks on the RF modulator usually are red (right) and white (left). Match the 
cable colors to the jack colors. 

3 You probably already have an Antenna or Cable TV signal connected to the ANTENNA IN jack 
on your TV. Disconnect it now from the TV. Reconnect the Antenna or Cable TV 
signal to the ANTENNA IN jack on your RF modulator. 

4 Connect an RF coaxial cable (not supplied) to the RF OUT, ANTENNA OUT, or TO 
TV jack on the RF modulator. The RF OUT jack may be labelled differently among different 
brands. Refer to the instructions provided with your RF modulator. Connect the other end of 
the same RF coaxial cable to the ANTENNA IN or RF IN jack on your Television. 

5 Your RF Modulator should have a Channel 3/4 switch. The setting of this switch determines the 
TV channel on which you will watch materials playing on the DVD Player. 
Set the RF Modulator's Channel 3/4 switch to either 3 or 4, whichever TV channel is 
least used in your area. If your RF modulator has a Modulator/Antenna switch, set it 
accordingly. Refer to the instructions that came with the RF Modulator. 

6 Connect the power cords of all the equipment to a power outlet. 

7 Turn on your TV and choose channel 3 or 4. Choose the same channel to which you set 
the RF Modulator's Channel 3/4 switch. 

8 Turn on the DVD Player by pressing STANDBY-ON 0. You should see the Player's blue 
DVD screen on the TV.

If there is another language on the DVD that does not show 
in this AUDIO menu, choose OTHERS, then press OK. At 
the next screen, press the Number buttons to enter the four- 
digit language code for the language you want. Use the codes 
listed on page 49 of this manual. Then, press OK. The 
PREFERENCE PAGE menu will reappear with a different feature 
selected. 





Helpful Hints 

• Some Audio CDs.Video CDs, or 
Super Video CDs are recorded 
on multiple audio channels. For 
example, a Karaoke Disc may 
record music on the left channel 
and vocals on the right channel.

Also, please 
take a moment to identify the problem you are having, and be prepared to explain this to the 
representative. If you believe the representative will need to help you with operations, please stay near 
the product. Our representatives will be happy to assist you. 

No power 

• Press the STANDBY-ON 0 button on the front of the DVD Player or POWER 0 on the remote. 
A red light appears on the front of the Player if the DVD Player is in Standby mode (power off). 

• Make sure you connected the DVD Player's power cord to an AC power outlet. 

• Make sure the AC outlet has power by trying another appliance in the same outlet. 

No picture 

• Make sure the TV power is on. 

• Check the video cables. Make sure the cable(s) are fastened securely to the DVD Player and to the 
TV. 

• Set yourTV to the correct Video In channel. These channels are usually near channel zero. Or, you 
may have a button on the TV remote control that selects an Auxiliary, A/V IN, or Video channel. See 
yourTV owner's manual for details. Or, go to your lowest TV channel (01 or 02), then change 
channels down until you see DVD playback or the blue DVD screen on the TV. 

If you are using an RF modulator as described on page 10, set the TV to channel 3 or 4 instead. 

• You only need one video connection between the DVD Player and the TV. Details are on page nine. 

Distorted picture 

• Check the Disc for fingerprints or scratches. Clean the Disc with a soft cloth, wiping from the 
center to the edge in a straight line. Do not wipe the Disc in a circular motion. 

• Sometimes a small amount of picture distortion may appear. This is not a malfunction. 

The picture is distorted, the picture rolls, or the picture is only black and white. 

• TVs have a color system standard, usually NTSC in the United States. If the Disc's or DVD Player's 
color system is different than your TV's color system, the picture may be distorted or colorless. Set 
the Player's TV TYPE to match yourTV and your DVDs. Details are on page 38. 

• A DVD or Video CD picture may become distorted or black and white if you switch among PAL 
and NTSC (for TV TYPE). If so, set SMART PICTURE to STANDARD to correct the picture. Details 
are on page 36. 

The sound is distorted or there is no sound during Disc playback. 

• Make sure you did not connect any cables from the DVD Player to a Stereo's "PHONO IN" jack. 

• Make sure you did not connect the Player's COAXIAL digital audio out jack to an analog jack on 
the Stereo. (Analog audio jacks are usually labeled as such and are usually red and white. The coaxial 
jack of the DVD Player is black. 

No sound 

• Check the audio connections. Details are on pages 10-15. Remember, you only need one audio 
connection. See page nine to see what connection best suits your situation. 

• Make sure cables are connected firmly to all equipment. 

• Select another channel, sound source, or Auxiliary station at your Stereo or TV. See your Stereo or 
TV manual for details. Or, continue selecting the different sound sources or modes on the Stereo 
or TV until you hear sound from the Disc that is in the DVD Player. Details are on pages 10-15. 

• Make sure your DOWNMIX, DIGITAL OUTPUT, and LPCM OUTPUT settings match the 
capabilities of your Stereo or TV. Details are on pages 39-40. 

• Check the Audio setting of a DVD in the DVD Disc Menu, if available, and adjust as necessary. 

• Deactivate mute at the DVD Player by pressing MUTE on the Player's remote. 
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Disc will not play. 

• Make sure the Disc label is facing up. If you are playing a two-sided Disc, make sure the label of the 
side you want to play is facing up. Details are on page 16. 

• Check the Parental controls. Details are on pages 28-30. 

• Check the Region Code of the DVD. The DVD must be coded for All regions or Region 1 in order 
to play on this DVD Player. Details are on page seven. 

• See if the Disc is defective by trying another Disc. Make sure the Disc is not scratched or warped. 
Carefully clean the Disc. Details are on page six. 

• You must finalize CD-R, DVD+R, and DVD+RW discs before playing them on this Player. 

• If you are playing a CD-R or CD-RW you made, make sure it contains at least 3 MB of data. Details 
are on page 34. 

An Audio CD will not play. 

• Some Audio CDs available on the market are copy protected. These discs will not play on this DVD 
Player. See your retailer for options regarding non-protected Audio CDs. 

The DVD logo does not appear on the TV screen after you remove a Disc. 

• Reset the DVD Player by switching it off, then on again. 

The DVD Player does not respond to the remote control. 

• Aim the remote at the remote sensor on the front of the Player. Do not aim the remote toward 
your TV, but toward the DVD Player. 

• Remove any obstacles between the DVD Player and the remote control. Move closer to the Player 
and try the remote again. 

• Inspect or replace the batteries in the remote control. Details are on page eight. 

The DVD Player will not select some features, such as Angles, Subtitles, or 
multi-language Audio. 

• The feature may not be available on the Disc. If it is not, the 0 will appear on the TV screen. Check 
the Disc case to see if the Disc has the feature. If the Disc does not have the feature, the DVD 
Player cannot create the feature. This is not a malfunction of the Player. 

Or, the feature may not be available at the present time. Some features are only available during 
playback, while other items can be accessed only when play is stopped. Try stopping or starting 
playback, then try the feature again. 

The DVD Player does not work. 

• Disconnect the power cord from the power outlet for a few minutes. Reconnect the power cord 
and try to operate the Player again as usual. 

The DVD Player turns itself off. 

• If there is no activity at the DVD Player or with its remote control for 15 minutes and playback is 
stopped, the Player will turn itself off.This is an energy-saving feature that cannot be altered. Press 
STANDBY-ON 0 on the Player or POWER 0 or PLAY ► on the remote to turn on the Player. 

Disc play is irregular or DVD Disc menu operation is faulty. 

• Due to the inconsistency of Disc formats provided by various Disc manufacturers, your DVD Player 
may require a payability enhancement or upgrade. As DVD technology has advanced, these 
enhancements have become both common and easy to complete.

48 Glossary 



Analog: Sound that has not been turned into numbers. Analog sound varies, while digital sound has specific 
numerical values. Analog sound is available when you use the red and white audio jacks on your equipment. 
These jacks send audio through two channels, the left and right. 

AUDIO OUT Jacks: Jacks on the rear of the DVD Player that send audio to another system (TV, Stereo, etc.). 
The jacks are red and white. 

CD: Compact Disc. 

Chapter: A part of a Title. 

COAXIAL jack: Sends digital audio to a Stereo, allowing you to adjust the volume at the Stereo. The Stereo 
must have a Coaxial In jack.This connection provides the 5.1 channel surround sound as heard in movie 
theaters. The COAXIAL jack on the rear of the DVD Player is black. 

Color system: There are various systems for transmitting television signals, for example PAL, SECAM, and 
NTSC. NTSC is the most common color system in the United States of America. 

Component Video Y Pb Pr Jacks: The Video Out jacks on the rear of the DVD Player that send high-quality 
video to a TV that has Component Video In jacks. The jacks on the DVD Player are red, blue, and green. 

Digital: Sound that has been converted into numerical values. Digital sound is available when you use the 
Player's COAXIAL jack, which sends audio through multiple channels instead of two channels as analog does. 

Dolby Digital: A surround sound system that provides 5.1 channel sound as used in movie theaters. 

DVD: Digital Video Disc. 

Letter Box: Widescreen format; a TV aspect ratio setting (4:3). Displays the video in full-width, with black bars 
at the top and bottom of the TV screen. This format is similar to seeing a movie in a theater. If the Disc does 
not include a letter box format, selecting letter box may have no effect. Some DVDs are two-sided, with one 
side playing in widescreen format and the other side playing in a normal (pan & scan) format. 

Pan & Scan: A TV aspect ratio setting (4:3). Displays the video with full-height picture with one or both sides 
of the picture trimmed to fit on your TV screen. Some movie companies refer to this as "reformatting the 
picture to fit your TV screen." 

PBC: Playback Control. A special feature on some Video CDs/Super Video CDs that enables interactive use. 
PCM: Pulse Code Modulation. A digital audio encoding system. 

RGB: Red-Green-Blue. A top-quality video connection where red, green, and blue components of the picture 
are carried through separate wires. This also is referred to as the component video connection. 

S-Video: Produces a clear picture by sending separate signals for the luminance and the color. 

Title: A unit of recording on a DVD. 

VCD: Video Compact Disc. 

VIDEO OUT Jack: Yellow jack on the rear of the DVD Player that sends video (picture) to a TV. 

Widescreen: A TV aspect ratio setting (16:9). Displays the video appropriately when you connect the DVD 
Player to a widescreen TV.
